_ On Friday, the Gtli of January, the Tur- 


kish troops uudcr the orders of J small Pa- 
cha and Ahmed Pacha, marched to attaek 
the llussians, who had fortified themselves 
in the village of Citato, which is about live 
Lours' march from Kalafat. 
The force of 


Ismail Pacha was composed of three regi- 
ments of cavalry stud one regiment *of 
Uashi-Bozouks, with sis guns. 
Ahmed 


Pacha was stationed at some distance from 
the village, with some reserve troops, con- 
sisting of five battalions, and also six 
guns. The ."Russian force in the villa-re 
consisted of three battalions of infantry, 
commanded by Colonel JJounegardc, three 
squadrons of hussars, and two squadrons of 
Cossacks, with six guns. 


The Turkish troops were, as Trill be seen, 


superior in number; but the petition of the ; 
llussiaus, who were distributed in all the \ 
houses of the village, -which is of great ex- 
tent, and which is surrounded with: a dou- 
ble ditch, rendered the attack extremely 
perilous, as the enemy, well sheltered, were 
enabled to direct a murderous fire upon the 
Turks, without the latter being able to re- 
ply to it. 


In spite of this evident disadvantage, 


Ismail Pacha gave orders for the attack, 
and threw himself into the village under a 
shower of balls fired from all the windows. 
At first the Turks received very serious in- 
jury; but, although this circumstance some- 
what disorganized their attack, their impet- 
uosity was by no means checked. The 
greater portion of the soldiers, who had 
Beyer been exposed to musketry, neverthe- 
less displayed indomitable courage.
